SAIGON (AP)— Foreign Min-

Nixon Now Spelling

law enforcement to train local 
police and a high-level national 
crime fighting council. 


The day before, he dealt with 


the problems of the aged, pledg- 
ing cost-of-llving increases in 
Social Security pensions. 


In both statements, Nixon hit 


hard at his Democratic oppo- 
nent, Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey. And he is now deal- 
ing openly in speeches with his 
other foe, George C. Wallace, 
the American Independent par- 
ty candidate. 


Hubert H. Humphrey pictured 


the nation today as facing po- 
tential destruction 
from ex- 


tremists of left and right and 
declared, "No democracy can, 
or should stand for it." 


The Democratic presidential 


candidate, who flew to Salt Lake 
City Sunday after two noisy con- 
frontations with organized heck- 
lers In the Pacific Northwest, 
made it clear that his denuncia- 
tion of extremism applied not 
only to them but to the forces 
of third party candidate George 
C. Wallace and to Negro revolu- 
tionaries.

The Boeing 747 — a giant com - 
putenzed jetliner destined to 
boost the airline industry into a 
new era — rolls off the produc- 
tion line today for its first pub- 
lic appearance. 
The swept-wing superjet, cost- 
ing about $20 million each, can 
deliver 490 passengers — four 
times the number now carried 
on the largest commercial jet- 
liner. 
Some 1,200 persons, including 
Secretary of Commerce C. R. 
Smith, have been invited to the 
ceremonies when the 747 will be 
rolled out of a giant hangar m 
this city on the edge of Puget 
Sound, 30 miles north of Seat- 
tle. 
The plane will be splashed 
with champagne by 26 steward- 
esses representing the airlines 
already signed up to buy the big 
plane. 


The 747 can go nonstop for 
6,000 miles at 625 miles an 
hour. The Boeing 707, the lar- 
gest commercial jetliner now in 
service, carries an average of 
141 passengers. It can go non- 
stop for 6,000 miles at 605 
m.p.h. 
The cargo version of the 747 
can haul up to 100 tons, com- 
pared with 45 tons for Boeing's 
707 cargo liner now in service. 
Boeing officials say the super- 


jet is a step into a new era for 
aviation, delivering more peo- 
ple faster than ever before, and 
they saj, doing it cheaper than 
current intercontinental jets.

More than 400 cattlemen and 
others interested in perform­ 
ance testing of beef cattle at­ 
tended the California Beef Cat­ 
tle Improvement Association 
Field Day Saturday at the lush 
green Cottonwood Creek Ranch. 
The crowd, the largest ever 
to attend the Association func­ 
tion, was welcomed by Mrs. L. 
W. Lane, Sr., owner of the 
ranch, and George Wlswall, 
manager of the operations. 
Morning and afternoon pro­ 
grams emphasized the increas­ 
ing of efficiency and returns 
from commercial cattle herds 
by production recrods on in» 
dividua cows, and new ideas 
for commercial herds. 
Cottonwood Creek Ranch data 
collected over three years 
shows awide difference in wean­ 
ing weights of calvesfrom cows 
in the herd, according to Ken 
Ellis, Tehama County Livestock 
Farm advisor. Ellis said, “ The 
important point is that some 
cows produce calves well a- 
bove average, year after year, 
while other cows continually 
produce calves smaller than 
average.*' 
EUls challenged cattlemen to 
think of their cattle as indivi­ 
duals and not as herds.

Understanding Said 
To Help Relations

Parents come in all sizes, 


shapes and vai lous capabilities 
for being parents. That is why 
there lie such great differences 
among teen-agers, they are the 
product* 
of widely different 


sorts of parents and famllj 
cicumstances. Individual teens 
are usually a reflection of what 
has been taught, or had not 
been taugM, at home. 


Because of the endless varie« 


ty of cu cumstances in back» 
grounds of all teen-agers, there 
can be no standard guide tell- 
ing all how to get along with 
their particular parents. And 
this can take some doing in 
some families' 


Among manj letters which 


come to this column about this 
problem, a typical one is from 
a boy whose chief interests are 
in scientific experimentation, 
but he has a rough time at 
home because his father is de- 
termined to make an All-Am- 
erican fullback out of him—or 
else! Then there is the case 
of the girl who has been forced 
to break up with her best girl 
friend, is not allowed to see 
her at all, just because their 
mothers got into a bitter argu. 
ment over a bridge game' 


Ooviously, getting along well 


with parents is not just a job 
for teen-agers alone. It must 
be a two-way effort. When par. 
ents are badly mistaken or just 
plain unreasonable, as in the 
two cases cited, there is little 
a teen-ager can do to sweeten 
up life at home. When parents 
put their foot down, without 
regard for the young person's 
point of view, about all a teen- 
ager can do is protest, if that's 
possible, or go along with the 
unreasonable parent, hoping it 
will all blow over soon. 


Aside from these unreason, 


able situations, there are many, 
manj others in normal teen=age 
life in which parent»teen view 
are opposed to each other, yet 
neither is really wrong or out 
of order. It is a simple matter 
of differences of opinion. For 
example, 
15-year-old 
Sally 


wants to go with her crowd to 
a teen dance hall on Saturday 
nights. It is usually an okay 
place, operated by the public 
recreation department, but oc-

casionally a few boys have been 
known to get a little rough and 
out of line.

When teen-agers and parents 


are faced with this kind of 
problem, I believe the only solu.

When all of the known facts have 
been carefullv weighed, it will 
be the parents, since they have 
the authority, who will make the 
final decision. And if the decis- 
ion goes against the teen-ager's 
wishes, it will be wise to take 
the disappointment graciously 
and make no more fuss about it.

erican fullback out of him—or 
else! Then there is the case 
of the girl who has been forced 
to break up with her best girl 
friend, is not allowed to see 
her at all, just because their 
m others got into a bitter argu­ 
m ent over a bridge game! 
Obviously, getting along well 
with parents is not just a job 
for teen-agers alone. It must 
be a two-way effort. When par­ 
ents are badly m istaken or just 
plain unreasonable, as in the 
two cases cited, there is little 
a teen-ager can do to sweeten 
up life at home. When parents 
put their foot down, without 
regard for the young person’s 
point of view, about all a teen­ 
ager can do is protest, if that's 
possible, or go along with the 
unreasonable parent, hoping it 
will all blow over soon. 
Aside from these unreasofe 
able situations, there are many, 
many others in norm al teen-age 
life in which parent-teen view 
are opposed to each other, yet 
neither is really wrong or out 
of order. It is a sim ple m atter 
of differences of opinion.

Obviously, getting along well 
with parents is not just a job 
for teen-agers alone. It must 
be a two-way effort. When par­ 
ents are badly mistaken or just 
plain unreasonable, as in the 
two cases cited, there is little 
a teen-ager can do to sweeten 
up life at home. When parents 
put their foot down, without 
regard for the young person's 
point of view, about all a teen­ 
ager can do is protest, if that’s 
possible, or go along with the 
unreasonable parent, hoping it 
will all blow over soon. 
Aside from these unreasoiw 
able situations, there are many, 
many others in normal teen-age 
life in which parent-teen view 
are opposed to each other, yet 
neither is really wrong or out 
of order. It is a simple matter 
of differences of opinion. For 
example, 
15-year-old 
Sally 
wants to go with her crowd to 
a teen dance hall on Saturday 
nights. It is usually an okay 
place, operated by the public 
recreation department, but oc­ 


casionally a few boys have been 
known to get a little rough and 
out of line. Since the place is 
carefully chaperoned and the 
trouble-tlmes are rare, Sally 
believes it is perfectly okay to 
go there. Her parents , on the 
contrary, point out the few uiw 
fortunate incidents and say they 
won’t permit her to go to such 
a place.

With this kind of head-on 
problem, who can say which is 
right? 
Sally might go there

of trouble. On the other hand, on 
any dance night a free-for-all 
could start, and Sallly could 
have her skull crushed with a 
flying pop bottle! 


When teen-agers and parents 
are faced with this kind of 
problem, I believe the only soliw 
tion must be found by talking it 
over, not with tears and shouting 
but with sincere consideration, 
for each other’s point of view. 
When all oí the known facts have 
been carefully weighed, it will 
be the parents, since they have 
the authority, who will make the 
final decision. And if the decis­ 
ion goes against the teen-ager’s 
wishes, it will be wise to take 
the disappointment graciously 
and make no more fuss about it.

Analysis Explains Soviet Invasion

Nations joining in polygamous 


marriage to the Soviet Union 
have been told they are welded 
for lif»; there can never be any 
such thing as divorce.

messages implicit in Pravda's 
long explanation of why Soviet 
forces invaded Czechoslovakia. 
The document, which could rate 
as a classic of Soviet Connvjo 
nist logic, recalls thf days of 
Stalin and his pronouncements 
on "progressive'' laws govern- 
ing minority peoples.

Nations joining in polygamous 
m arriage to the Soviet Union 
have been told they are wedded 
for lif"; there can never be any 
such thing as divorce.

ed to any form of independence. 
The article made these points, 
in effect:

The urgency and agony of Vietnam make Korea seem remote, 


almost unreal. And so does the very thing which reminds us 
now and again of that conflict which ended a decade and a half 
ago. 


We refer to the talks between the North Korean Cormn.mists 


and the United Nations command which began (after long pre- 
Hmlnary talks) with the truce in 1953. The Military Arm'stice 
Commission held its 278th meeting the other day at the village 
of Panmunjom on the line between the North and South Korean 
parts of the so-called demilitarized zone. 


The very fact that there have been 278 meetings over a 15- 


year period lends an aura of unreality to the proceedings. The 
talks drone on and on, endless variations on the samo themes. 
Charges of truce violations are made, insults are traded, pro- 
paganda is dispensed with a lavish hand. There is nothing about 
the exchanges to suggest that they will ever conclude—that any» 
thing will be resolved. 


Meanwhile, the conflict ended by the 1953 truce proves not to 


have been quite ended after all. In the last couple of years, 
perhaps as a result of that other war in Vietnam, there has been 
marked increase in the sporadic hostilities that mar the truce. 


Still, at least great armies are no longer engaged in combat 


as they were prior to 1953. The one good thing to be said for 
the talks at Panmunjom, ranging from theominousto the comical, 
is that they may be of some use as a safety valve. 


Don't Fiddle With Fugu 


In the course of a Japanese adventure, Ian Fleming's daredevil 


Jamss Bond joins a native in dining on fugu. This was a mare 
perilous undertaking, as Japan's vital statistics attest, than some 
others the fictional British intelligence officer engages in. Those 
who indulge a taste for this Nipponese delicacy risk their lives. 


For the fugu—the blowlish—Includes in Ms armament a poison 


that can kill a human being in a few minutes. If the poison is 
expertly disposed of, the fugu is harmless and delicious. If the 
kitchen help blunders, those who feast on the fish—raw, or in 
a stew, cr grilled and dipped into hot sake—are in trouble. 


The fugu restaurants take note of the difficulty by maintaining 


fast connections with a local doctor. Despite all precautions, 
a certain number of fugu fanciers pay the supreme penalty: 
last year, 98 of them died of the poison. So when you're in Japan 
and someone says, "Let's have fugu dinner," make sure the 
fellow who cleans the fish knows his business.

By 
this method it is possible to 
inject a special type of dye 
and follow it through the cir- 
culation of the arteries and 
veins in the leg's and in the 
feet. The speed with which the 
dye passes through, the blood 
stream is determined by X-- 
rays taken at repeated inter- 
vals. 


Abnormalities of blood ves- 


sels and varicose veins deep 
within, the muscles of the leg;. 
can now be readily recognized 
and, in many cases, can. be re- 
paired by some of the new, 
successful, surgical methods. 


Ulcers of the feet need very 


special attention to keep them 
from 
becoming 
complicated 


and difficult to cure. 


The techniques of arteriog- 


raphy can also study all the 
other large blood vessels in 
the body, including: the brain 
and heart. *

bers of the family. These chil- 
dren need special support. 


Failure at school and in- 


ability to keep up with read- 
ing, deserve hearing arid eye 
studies. Poor speefch patterns 
that are cute in infancy, be- 
come a burden to the growing 
child. Tremors, tic, disturb- 
ances of sleep and teeth grind- 
ing may be indications of a 
behavior disorder that needs 
concentrated attention. In. this 
way, 
children can. be given, 


the great gift of emotional 
health during their approach 
to adolescence and maturity.

documents have corno into the 
possession of this column in* 
dicating that ttie Navy has been 
woefully remiss in testing steel 
plates for submarines. 


Though unknown defects al- 


ready have sent two nuclear 
subs to the bottom, a benevo- 
lent N'ivy has ignored repeated 
warnings that defective steel 
plates are going into submarine 
construction. It largely per rn'ts 
the steel nulls to test their 
own plates. 
Yet independent 


tests found 20 per cent of the 
steel plates consigned to the 
Electric Boat Comapny below 
Navy standards. 
The alliance between the big 
steel companies and the Bureau 
of Ships has always been one of 
the most formidable in Washing- 
ton. Together they have lobbi- 
ed for bigger appropriations to 
build more ships requiring ever 
more steel. At timfts, the Navy 
lias seemed to put the steel 
interests ahead of the national 
interest. 


Not until the Scorpion dis. 


appeared at sea with 99 hands 
on board last May did the Navy 
finally call together representa- 
tives of the steel companies and 
shipyards to answer charges 
that they were using defective 
plates. 


The charges were brought by 


the Penn Galvanizing Company, 
whose ultrasonic testing meth- 
ods had detected serious flaws 
in 20 per cent of the steel 
plates bound for the Electric 
Boat 
Company's 
submarine 


yards. 


One by one, spokesrnnnf or the 


other shipbuilders 
expressed 


satisfaction 
with their steel 


plates, The U. S. Navy Shipyard 
at Portsmouth, N. H., had found 
no cause to reject a single 
plate; the U. S. Naval Ship, 
yard at 
Mare Island, Calif, 


and the Newport News (Va.) 
Shipbuilding Company had re. 
jection rates of less than one 
per cent; while theIngallsShip- 
building Company of Pascagou- 
la, M:ss,, had found defects in 
only 11 plates out of 1,400. 


— CAUSE FOR ALARM— 
But the confidential minutes 


of the June 25 meeting quote 
Raymond Perelman, president 
of Penn Galvanizing, as suggest, 
ing "the Navy should be alarm. 
ed that one yard (Electric Boat) 
has a 20 per cent rejection rate 
and all other yards one per 
cent." 


Declared Perelman: 
"We 


have defective plates in our 
plant, and documents and re- 
ports covering these plates. 
We welcome representatives 
from all the yards, mills and 
Navy to examine this proo*." 


Hi1 was so disturbed over 


the danger of Using more nu- 
clear subs that he offered to 
test plates for the other ship, 
builders free of charge. 


However, the Lukens Steel 


representative 
insisted, 
ac- 


cording to the minutes, that 
"small laminar defects in nu- 
clear specifications were found 
to be unharrnful and did not 
propogate under stress." 


The 
ARM CO Steel people 


claimed they had no rejects. 
The minutes quoted them as 
declaring that "we tested all our 
steel prior to shipment and 


had no problems as we did not 
want to run the expense of 
freight returns." 


Throughout the meeting, the 


U.S. Steel representatives sim- 
ply sat in noncommittal silence. 
They departed without opening 
tlioir mouths. 


Afterward, 
tli? 
Penn Gal- 


vanizing delegation commented 
in a written summary: "We con- 
sidered the meeting had been 
prearranged. It was useless to 
embarrass ARM CO by stating 
we had rejectable plates of 
theirs in our plant, since our 
argument was primarily with 
the Navy, not the mills." 


Penn Galvanizing also had 


detected faulty U< S. Steel and 
Lukens plates. One Lukens plate 
was found to be so "saturated 
with rejectable areas" that the 
company took it back, profes* 
sing not to understand "how 
this plate passed our testing 
departmont." 


Penn Galvanizing first re- 


ported to the Navy in 19C2 
that several defective plates 
were turning up. Maurice De- 
vine, an Electric Boat inspec- 
tor, urgently recommended that 
the Navy adopt stricter testing 
methods. 


— NAVY IGNORES RISK— 
The 
recommendation was 


ignored, despite the sinking of 
the Thresher in April 1963 with a 
crew of 129 men. Tne testing 
firm continued to prod the Navy 
until Perelman, in desperation, 
finally wrote to the Defense 
Industrial Supply Center on Feb. 
ruary 13, 1968: 


"Because of the importance 


of the submarine program," 
he reported , "we want to make 
you knowledgeable of the fact 
the steel mills are not qualifi. 
ed to test the product which they 
themselves produce. There is 
here an area of self«interest 
involving simole economics in 
their decision notto reject their 
own plates." 


On March 7, he dispatched an- 


other appeal to the Navy. 


"We can prove," he wrote 


to Admiral F. C. Jones, "that 
your present method of procure- 
ment and inspection has and will 
result in defective plates ultim- 
ately ending up in the ships. 


"I strongly feel prompt ac- 


tion must be taken, as the saf ety 
of the government's submarine 
program may well be in jeopar- 
dy. The seriousness of this 
situation cannot be minimized. 
My conscience will not allow 
me to ignore the fact that de- 
fective plates can end up in our 
submarines." 


Admiral Jones replied on May 


25: "The current policy of hav- 
ing the manufacturer conduct 
and ,oe responsible for ultra, 
sonic testing of plates, subject 
to government surveillance, is 
in accordance with the policy of 
the armed services procure- 
ment regulations." 


Four days later, the Scorpion 


failed to reach its Norfolk, Va., 
base on schedule. 


Devine irmiediately dashed 


off a personal letter to Perel- 
man, suggesting b i t t e r l y : 
"When they investigate 
the 


Scorpion loss, if it turns out 
that way, there will only be 
99 names to list, so perhaps 
this is progress. There were 
129 names to list when the 
Thresher went down." 


Yet, 
incredibly, the Navy- 


most stubborn of all government 
departments about admitting 
mistakes—still won't tighten its 
testing procedures or accept 
Penn Galvanizing* s offer to test 
submarines plates as a patriotic 
service without charge.

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CREEPING SLACK RACISM 


A wise and tough-minded aca- 


demician who has not lost his 
hold on reality has made some 
highly relevant observations on 
creeping Black Racism. . . 


There is, to begin with, the 


affair of Huey Newton, the Black 
Panther recently tried in Cali- 
fornia for killing a policeman. 
The verdict, you will recall, 
was "voluntary manslaughter," 
a magnificent evasion in that it 
was, really, the one thing New. 
ton didn't do. Either he should 
have been acquitted, 
or he 


should have been convicted as 
charged, of first degree mur- 
der. 


The charge was that he 


murdered a policeman who at- 
tempted to arrest him for a 
traffic violation. He wounded 
a second policeman and kidnap, 
ped a third person in order to 
remove lu'm from the scene of 
the crime. The verdict of "vol- 
untary manslaughter" was at 
best opaque. Surely the defen- 
dant knew that he might kill the 
policeman he shot at, and pre« 
sumibly intended nothing less. 


And then, mysteriously, the 


kidnapping charge was dropped. 
Mysteriously, because the vic- 
tim, who had spoken freely and 
convincingly before, suddenly 
lost his memory in the witness 
chair. Peculiar. Another wit- 
ness, who had also been out- 
spoken theretofore, refused to 
testify for fear of incriminat* 
ing himself. This even though 
the danger of prosecution was 
remote, not to say fanciful. 
The court responded by grant- 
ing him im-nunity from prose- 
cution. But the witness continu- 
ed to stand by his resolution 
to muteness. (He is now being 
held in contempt of court.) 


The behavior of the key wit. 


nesses reminds one of the be. 
havior of witnesses in Mafia 
cases. 
And raises the ques- 


tion whether we are going to 
tolerate a political power-seek, 
ing Mafia, even as, apparently, 
we tolerate a prof it-seeking one. 
Nobody much seems to have 
shown curiosity about these sud- 
den lapses of memory; or about 
witnesses who suddenly prefer 
jail in contempt of court to 
testifying under immunity from 
prosecution. Nobody seems to 
have inquired about the pos- 
sible intimidation of witnesses. 


Let us face it, we have here 


a prima facie case of terror. 
ism by militant and criminal 
Negroes against less militant 
and law-abiding Negroes. If it 
isn't nipped in the bud, it is 
likely to spread. Terrorism 


always does when successful. 


Negro students who refuse 


to play alongwithextremistfac- 
tions are beaten up. 
College 


administrators 
tend to hush 


things up. 
They are in turn 


intim'dated, not so much by 
militant Negro students as by 
their own fear of being labelled 
racists by resisting them. Black 
violence and black racism are 
for these gentlemen something 
tolerable in a way that white 
violence and white racism are 
not. Black demands on college 
administrations 
and faculties 


ranging from the silly and the 
absurd to the insulting are in- 
dulged (e.g. Cornell and North* 
western) or created (e.g. Illi- 
nois), or even financed (e.g. 
N.Y.U.). 


Negro militants have taken 


to calling whites "wh^tey" or 
"honkey. " But surely the lib* 
eral would disapprove the white 
who called a Negro "blackey," 
or "nigger"? Policemen are 
being called "pigs" to their 
faces by both whites and blacks 
who resent them. Freedom of 
speech entitles them to their 
nr\nion and to the selection of 
their own descriptions. But it 
does not entitle them to insult 
people to their faces. Should 
the community allow its of- 
ficers to be insulted with im. 
punity? Should a policeman be 
required to permit others to 
call him a pig in public? The 
intent is certainly provocative 
and the intended purpose is to 
reduce the authority of, and 
respect for, the law. Policemen, 
unlike judges, cannot punish 
people directly. Insults to an 
officer of the law in the per- 
formance of his duties are, 
however, every bit as detrimen- 
tal to public order as insults 
to a judge, and they should be 
treated as misdemeanors and 
legally punished. Moreover, if 
the law fails to provide this 
protection, we 
are 
inviting 


policemen, who have normal 
human feelings and failings, to 
retaliate by less desirable 
means. They are human, and 
have the same right not to be 
insulted qua policemen, as Ne- 
groes and whites have not to 
be insuled qua Negroes and 
whites.

The Family Lawyer Advises 
On Medical Care For Your Pet 


Business i* booming in the c;ire 


and treatment of pets. Already, 
about half of the nation's veteri- 
narians are engaged in this field. 
How good is the work they do? 
What does the law have to say 
about the quality of veterinarian 
service? 


To begin with, all states require 


graduation 
from 
an accredited 


school of veterinary medicine. 


But besides that, doctors who 


treat pets must live up to a certain 
level of competence—just like doc- 
ton, who treat people. That is, they 
must perform in accordance with 
the average, accepted standards of 
their profession. If they do not, 
they may be subjected to claims for 
malpractice. 


For example: 
A 
veterinarian, 
treating 
four 


dogs for mange, dipped them in a 
too-strong solution of lye. The dogs 
all died, and the veterinarian was 
duly held liable for damages. 


On the other hand, the mere fact 


that a treatment fails—when there 
is no evidence of negligence—is not 
enough to make the veterinarian 
responsible for the consequences. 


Thus, a veterinarian was held 


not liable for the development of 
rabies in a puppy that had been 
bitten by a rabid dog. Noting that 


the doctor had administered the 
usual Pasteur shots in the usual 
way, 
the court said there was no 


basis for finding fault with his 
work. 


True, a veterinarian may be held 


liable for a failure if he has flatly 
guaranteed good results. But few 
veterinarians will venture to make 
such a guarantee. Mere words of 
hope, voiced to reassure a pet's 
anxious owner, can seldom be con- 
strued as a positive and uncondi- 
tional promise. 


What if a pet is brought in not 


for treatment but only for board- 
ing? Then too the veterinarian takes 
on a responsibility to be reasonably 
careful. Ordinarily he would be 
liable if. as a result of his negli- 
gence, the animal escapes and is 
lost or hurt. 


However, this responsibility does 


not arise until the pet is actually 
in the veterinarian's possession. If 
Fido makes a getaway when his 
owner opens the car door outside 
the veterinarian's office, the veteri- 
narian is not to blame. At that 
point, the owner is still "on his 
own."

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. More And More Talk At Panmunjom 
The urgency and agony of Vietnam make Korea seem remote, 
almost unreal. And so does the very thing which reminds us 
now and again of that conflict which ended a decade and a half 
ago. 
We refer to the talks between the North Korean Comimmists 
and the United Nations command which began (after long pre­ 
liminary talks) with the truce in 1953. The Military Arm stice 
Commission held its 278th meeting the other day at tl»e village 
of Panmunjom on the line between the North and South Korean 
parts of the so-called demilitarized zone. 
The very fact that there have been 278 meetings over a 15- 
year period lends an aura of unreality to the proceedings. The 
talks drone on and on, endless variations on the same themes. 
Charges of truce violations are made, insults are traded, pro­ 
paganda is dispensed with a lavish hand. There is nothing about 
the exchanges to suggest that they will ever conclude—that any­ 
thing will be resolved. 
Meanwhile, the conflict ended by the 1953 truce proves not to 
have been quite ended after all. In the last couple of years, 
perhaps as a result of that other war in Vietnam, there has been 
marked increase in the sporadic hostilities that mar the truce. 


Still, at least great armies are no longer engaged in combat 
as they were prior to 1953. The one good thing to be said for 
the talks at Panmunjom, ranging from the ominous to the comical, 
is that they may be of some use as a safety valve. 


Don ’t Fiddle With Fugu 
In the course of a Japanese adventure, Ian Fleming's daredevil 
James Bond joins a native in dining on fugu. This was a more 
perilous undertaking, as Japan's vital statistics attest, than some 
others the fictional British intelligence officer engages in. Those 
who indulge a taste for this Nipponese delicacy risk their lives. 
For the fugu—the blowfish—includes in his armament a poison 
that can kill a human being in a few minutes. If the poison is 
expertly disposed of, the fugu is harmless and delicious. If the 
kitchen help blunders, those who feast on the fish—raw, or in 
a stew, or grilled and dipped into hot sake—are in trouble. 
The fugu restaurants take note of the difficulty by maintaining 
fast connections with a local doctor. Despite all precautions, 
a certain number of fugu fanciers pay the supreme penalty: 
last year, 98 of them died of the poison. So when you're in Japan 
and someone says, "Let's have fugu dinner," make sure the 
fellow who cleans the fish knows his business.

ULCERS of the feet and 
legs, especially in the elderly, 
present a great threat unless 
their cause is established 
early. Poor circulation of the 
feet because of narrowing of 
the arteries by arteriosclerosis, 
deprives the tissues and mus­ 
cles of blood and the oxygen 
it carries. It 
is for this rea­ 
son that peo­ 
ple with circu­ 
latory disturb- 
a n c e s and 
ch r o n ic ill- 
n es s e s like 
diabetes, must 
be particular­ 
ly careful not 
to injure, 
bruise, or cut their feet, be­ 
cause healing is so much more 
difficult. 
Of great value now is the 
better understanding of blood 
circulation and the prevention 
of ulcers by a t e c h n i q u e 
known as arteriography. By 
this method it is possible to 
inject a special type of dye 
and follow it through the cir­ 
culation of the arteries and 
veins in the legs and in the 
feet. The speed with which the 
dye passes through the blood 
stream is determined by X- 
rays taken at repeated inter­ 
vals.Abnormalities of blood ves­ 
sels and varicose veins deep 
within the muscles of the leg, 
can now be readily recognized 
and, in many cases, can be re­ 
paired by some of the new, 
successful, surgical methods. 
Ulcers of the feet need very 
special attention to keep them 
from becoming complicated 
and difficult to cure. 
The techniques of arteriog­ 
raphy can also study all the 
other Large blood vessels in 
the body, including the brain 
and heart. • • • 
An excellent list has been 
compiled by Dr. J. R. Stevens. 
Dr. K. Sachdcv and Dr. Mil- 
stein at the University of

pointed out that parents too 
often take the attitude that 
their children’s unusual be­ 
havior will soon “pass” with­ 
out help. He believes that neg­ 
lect of the early symptoms al­ 
lows more time for them to 
penetrate deeply and makes 
the cure more difficult. 
All these physicians believe 
that rage, anger and tantrums 
that occur repeatedly and 
without real reason, must not 
be overlooked. Teasing and 
hurting may be passing be­ 
haviors of children, but when 
they occur in conjunction with 
lying and stealing, they de­ 
serve more attention. 
Persistent bed-wetting dur­ 
ing the day and the night, 
with occasional loss of control 
of the bowels, are important 
and deserve outspoken discus­ 
sion with a doctor. 
The child who is consistent­ 
ly unhappy, coldly unaffec- 
tionate and withdrawn, may 
have poor social relationships 
with friends and other mem­ 
bers of the family. These chil­ 
dren need special support. 
Failure at school and in­ 
ability to keep up with read­ 
ing, deserve hearing and eye 
studies. Poor speech patterns 
that are cute in infancy, be­ 
come a burden to the growing 
child. Tremors, tic, disturb­ 
ances of sleep and teeth grind­ 
ing may be indications of a 
behavior disorder that needs 
concentrated attention. In this 
way, children can be given 
the great gift of emotional 
health during their approach 
to adolescence and maturity.

PERM.TS STEEL COMPANIES 
TO INSPECT THEIR PLATES 
FOR 
SUBMARINES; PENN 
GALVANIZING FOUND THAT 
20 PER CENTOF THE PLATES 
WERE 
DEFECTIVE; TWO 
NUCLEAR SUBS SANK BE. 
CAUSE OF UNKNOWN OE. 
FECTS 
WASHINGTON — Confidential 
documents have como into the 
possession of this column in. 
dieating that the Navy has been 
woefully remiss in testing steel 
plates for submarines. 
Though unknown defects al­ 
ready have sent two nuclear 
subs to the bottom, a be nevo, 
lent Navy has ignored repeated 
warnings that defective steel 
plates are going into submarine 
construction. It largely per nrts 
the steel mills to test their 
own plates. Yet independent 
tests found 20 per cent of the 
steel plates consigned to ti» 
Electric Boat Comapny below 
Navy standards. 
The alliance between the big 
steel companies and the Bureau 
of Ships has always been one of 
the most formidable in Washing* 
ton. Together they have lobbi­ 
ed for bigger appropriations to 
build more ships requiring ever 
more steel. At times, the Navy 
has seemed to put the steel 
interests ahead of the national 
interest. 
Not until the Scorpion dis­ 
appeared at sea with 99 hands 
on board last May did the Navy 
finally call together representa, 
tives of the steel companies and 
shipyards to answer charges 
that they were using defective 
plates. 
The charges were brought by 
the Penn Galvanizing Company, 
whose ultrasonic testing moth, 
ods had detected serious flaws 
in 20 per cent of the steel 
plates bound for the Electric 
Boat Company's submarine 
yards. 
One by one, spokesmen for the 
other shipbuilders expressed 
satisfaction with their steel 
plates, The U. S. Navy Shipyard 
at Portsmouth, N. H., had found 
no cause to reject a single 
plate; the U. S. Naval Ship­ 
yard at Mare Island, Calif, 
and the Newport News (Va.) 
Shipbuilding Company had re­ 
jection rates oí less than one 
per cent; while the Ingalls Ship­ 
building Company of Pascagou­ 
la, M.ss., had found defects in 
only 11 plates out of 1,400. 
— CAUSE FOR ALARM— 
But the confidential m:nutes 
of the June 25 meeting quote 
Raymond Perelman, president 
of Penn Galvanizing, as suggest, 
ing "the Navy should be alarm, 
ed that one yard (Electric Boat) 
has a 20 per cent rejection rate 
and all other yards one per 
cent." 
Declared Perelman: 
"We 
have defective plates in our 
plant, and documents and re­ 
ports covering these plates. 
We welcome representatives 
from all the yards, mills and 
Navy to exam ir» this proa.’." 
He was so disturbed over 
the danger of lising more nu­ 
clear subs that he offered to 
test plates for the other ship, 
builders free ol charge. 
However, the Lukens Steel 
representative insisted, 
ac­ 
cording to the minutes, that 
"small laminar defects in nu­ 
clear specifications were found 
to be unharraful and did not 
propogate under stress.” 
The ARM CO Steel people 
claimed they had no rejects. 
The minutes quoted them as 
declaring that "we tested all our 
steel prior to shipment and 
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DREW PEARSON 
had no problems as we did not 
want to run the expense of 
freight returns.” 
Throughout the meeting, the 
U.S. Steel representatives sim­ 
ply sat in noncommittal silence. 
They departed without opening 
their mouths. 
Afterward, the Penn Gal­ 
vanizing delegation commented 
in a written summary: "We con­ 
sidered the meeting had been 
prearranged. It was useless to 
embarrass ARM CO by stating 
we had rejectable plates of 
theirs in our plant, since our 
argument was primarily with 
the Navy, not the mills." 
Penn Galvanizing also had 
detected faulty U. S. Steel and 
Lukens plates. One Lukens plate 
was found to be so "saturated 
with rejectable areas" that the 
company took It back, profes» 
sing not to understand "how 
this plate passed our testing 
department." 
Penn Galvanizing first re­ 
ported to the Navy in 19C2 
that several defective plates 
were turning up. Maurice De- 
vine, an Electric Boat inspec­ 
tor, urgently recommended that 
the Navy adopt stricter testing 
methods. 
— NAVY IGNORES RISK— 
The recommendation was 
ignored, despite the sinking of 
the Thresher in April 1963 with a 
crew of 129 men. Tne testing 
firm continued to prod the Navy 
until Perelman, in desperation, 
finally wrote to the Defense 
Industrial Supply Center on Feb­ 
ruary 13, 1968: 
"Because of the importance 
of the submarine program," 
he reported , "we want to make 
you knowledgeable of the fact 
the steel mills are not qualifi­ 
ed to test the product which they 
them selves produce. There is 
here an area of self-interest 
involving simóle economics in 
their decision not to reject their 
own plates." 
On March 7, he dispatched aiw 
other appeal to the Navy. 
"We can prove," he wrote 
to Admiral F. C. Jones, "that 
your present method of procure­ 
ment and inspection has and will 
result in defective plates ultim­ 
ately ending up in the ships. 
"I strongly feel prompt ac­ 
tion must be taken, as the safety 
of the government's submarine 
program may well be in jeopar­ 
dy. The seriousness of this 
situation cannot be minimized. 
My conscience will not allow 
me to ignore the fact that de­ 
fective plates can end 15) in our 
submarines." 
Admiral Jones replied on May 
25: "The current policy of hav­ 
ing the manufacturer conduct 
and » responsible for ultra­ 
sonic testing of plates, subject 
to government surveillance, is 
in accordance with the policy of 
the armed services procure­ 
ment regulations." 
Four days later, the Scorpion 
failed to reach its Norfolk, Va., 
base on schedule. 
Devine immediately dashed 
off a personal letter to Perel­ 
man, suggesting b i t t e r l y : 
"When they investigate the 
Scorpion loss, if it turns out 
that way, there will only be 
99 names to list, so perhaps 
this is progress. There were 
129 names to list when the 
Thresher went down." 
Yet, incredibly, the Navy- 
most stubborn of all government 
departments about adm'tting 
mistakes—still won't tighten its 
testing procedures or accept 
Penn Galvanizing's offer to test 
submarines plates as a patriotic 
service without charge.

CREEPING BLACK RACISM 
A wise and tough-minded aca­ 
demician who has not lost his 
hold on reality has made some 
highly relevant observations on 
creeping Black Racism, . . 
There is, to begin with, the 
affair of Huey Newton, the Black 
Panther recently tried in Cali­ 
fornia for killing a policeman. 
T1» verdict, you will recall, 
was "voluntary manslaughter,” 
a magnificent evasion in that it 
was, really, the one thing New­ 
ton didn't do. Either he should 
have been acquitted, or he 
should have been convicted as 
charged, of first degree mur­ 
der.The charge was that he 
murdered a policeman who at­ 
tempted to arrest him for a 
traffic violation. He wounded 
a second policeman and kidnap­ 
ped a third pjrson in order to 
remove him from the scene of 
the crime. The verdict of "vol­ 
untary manslaughter" was at 
best opaque. Surely the defen­ 
dant knew that he might kill the 
policeman he shot at, and pre­ 
sumably intended nothing less. 
And then, mysteriously, the 
kidnapping charge was dropped. 
Mysteriously, because the vic­ 
tim, who had spoken freely and 
convincingly before, suddenly 
lost his memory in the witness 
chair. Peculiar. Another wit­ 
ness, who had also been out­ 
spoken theretofore, refused to 
testify for fear of incriminat­ 
ing himself. This even though 
the danger of prosecution was 
remote, not to say fanciful. 
The court responded by grant­ 
ing him immunity from prose­ 
cution. But the witness continu­ 
ed to stand by his resolution 
to muteness. (He is now being 
held in contempt of court.) 
The behavior of the key wit­ 
nesses reminds one of the be­ 
havior of witnesses in Mafia 
cases. And raises the ques­ 
tion whether we are going to 
tolerate a political power-seek­ 
ing Mafia, even as, apparently, 
we tolerate a profit-seeking one. 
Nobody much seems to have 
shown curiosity about these sud­ 
den lapses of memory; or about 
witnesses who suddenly prefer 
jail in contempt of court to 
testifying under immunity from 
prosecution. Nobody seems to 
have inquired about the pos­ 
sible intimidation of witnesses. 
Let us face it, we have here 
a prima facie case of terror­ 
ism by militant and criminal 
Negroes against less militant 
and law-abiding Negroes. If it 
isn't nipped in the bud, it is 
likely to spread. Terrorism 


always does when successful. 
Negro students who refuse 
to play along with extremist fac­ 
tions are beaten up. College 
administrators tend to hush 
things up. They are in turn 
intim’dated, not so much by 
militant Negro students as by 
their own fear of being labelled 
racists by resisting them. Black 
violence and black racism are 
for these gentlemen something 
tolerable in a way that white 
violence and white racism are 
not. Black demands on college 
administrations and faculties 
ranging from the silly and the 
absurd to the insulting are in­ 
dulged (e.g. Cornell and North­ 
western) or created (e.g. Illi­ 
nois), or even financed (e.g. 
N.Y.U.). 
Negro militants have taken 
to calling whites "wh'toy” or 
"honkey. ” But surely the lib­ 
eral would disapprove the white 
who called a Negro "blackey," 
or "nigger"? Policemen are 
being called "pigs” to their 
faces by both whites and blacks 
who resent them. Freedom of 
speech entitles them to their 
opinion and to the selection of 
their own descriptions. But it 
does not entitle them to Insult 
people to their faces. Should 
the community allow its of­ 
ficers to be insulted with im­ 
punity? Should a policeman be 
required to permit others to 
call him a pig in public? The 
intent is certainly provocative 
and the intended purpose is to 
reduce the authority of, and 
respect for, the law. Policemen, 
unlike judges, cannot punish 
people directly. Insults to an 
officer of the law in the per­ 
formance of his duties are, 
however, every bit as detrimen­ 
tal to public order as insults 
to a judge, and they should be 
treated as misdemeanors and 
legally punished. Moreover, if 
the law fails to provide this 
protection, we are inviting 
policemen, who have normal 
human feelings and failings, to 
retaliate by less desirable 
means. They are human, and 
have the same right not to be 
insulted qua policemen, as Ne­ 
groes and whites have not to 
be insuled qua Negroes and 
whites.

The Family Lawyer Advises 
On Medical Care For Your Pet 
the doctor had administered the 
usual Pasteur shots in the usual 
way, the court said there was no 
basis for finding fault with his 
work. 
True, a veterinarian may be held 
liable for a failure if he has flatly 
guaranteed good results. But few 
veterinarians will venture to make 
such a guarantee. Mere words of 
hope, voiced to reassure a pet s 
anxious owner, can seldom be con­ 
strued as a positive and uncondi­ 
tional promise. 
What if a pet is brought in not 
for treatment but only for board­ 
ing? Then too the veterinarian takes 
on a responsibility to be reasonably 
careful. Ordinarily he would be 
liable if. as a result of his negli­ 
gence. the animal escapes and is 
lost or hurt. 
However, this responsibility does 
not arise until the pet is actually 
in the veterinarian’s possession. If 
Fido makes a getaway when his 
owner opens the car door outside 
the veterinarian’s office, the veteri­ 
narian is not to blame. At that 
point, the owner is still “on his 
own.”

Business is booming in the care 
and treatment of pets. Already, 
about half of the nation's veteri­ 
narians are engaged in this field. 
How good is the work they do? 
What does the law have to say 
about the quality of veterinarian 
service? 
To begin with, alt states require 
graduation from an accredited 
school of veterinary medicine. 
But besides that, doctors who 
treat pets must live up to a certain 
level of competence— just like doc­ 
tors who treat people. That is. they 
must perform in accordance with 
the average, accepted standards of 
their profession. If they do not, 
they may be subjected to claims for 
malpractice. 
For example: 
A veterinarian, treating four 
dogs for mange, dipped them in a 
too-strong solution of lye. The dogs 
all died, and the veterinarian was 
duly held liable for damages. 
On the other hand, the mere fact 
that a treatment fails— when there 
is no evidence of negligence— is not 
enough to make the veterinarian 
responsible for the consequences. 
Thus, a veterinarian was held 
not liable for the development of 
rabies in a puppy that had been 
bitten by a rabid dog. Noting that

And M ore Talk At Panmunjom 


The urgency and agony of Vietnam make Korea seem rem ote, 
almost unreal. And so does the very thing which rem inds us 
now and again of that conflict which ended a decade and a half 
ago. 


We refer to the talks between the North Korean Comtmmists 
and the United Nations command which began (after long p re. 
llm tnary talks) with the truce in 1953. 
The M ilitary Arm stice 
Commission held its 278th meeting the other day at the village 
of Panmunjom on the line between the North and South Korean 
p arts of the so-called dem ilitarized zone. 


The very fact that there have been 278 meetings over a 15- 
year period lends an aura of unreality to the proceedings. The 
talks drone on and on, endless variations on the sam e them es. 
Charges of truce violations are made, insults are traded, pro­ 
paganda is dispensed with a lavish hand. There is nothing about 
the exchanges to suggest that they will ever conclude—that any­ 
thing w ill be resolved. 


Meanwhile, the conflict ended by the 1953 truce proves not to 
have been quite ended after all. In the last couple of years, 
perhaps as a result of that other war In Vietnam, th ere has been 
marked Increase in the sporadic hostilities that m ar the truce. 


Still, at least great arm ies are no longer engaged in combat 
as they w ere prior to 1953. 
The one good thing to be said for 
the talks at Panmunjom, ranging from the ominous to the com ical, 
is that they may be of som e use as a safety valve. 


Don’t Fiddle With Fugu 


In the course of a Japanese adventure, Ian Flem ing's daredevil 
Jam es Bond joins a native in dining on fugu. This w as a more 
perilous undertaking, as Japan's vital statistics attest, than some 
others the fictional B ritish intelligence officer engages in. Those 
who indulge a taste for this Nipponese delicacy risk their lives. 


For the fugu—the blowflsh— includes in Ms arm am ent a poison 
that can kill a human being in a few minutes. If the poison is 
expertly disposed of, the fugu is harm less and delicious, if the 
kitchen help blunders, those who feast on the fish— raw, or in 
a stew, or grilled and dipped Into hot sake—a re in trouble. 


The fugu restaurants take note of the difficulty by maintaining 
fast connections with a local doctor. 
Despite all precautions, 
a certain number of fugu fanciers pay the suprem e penalty: 
last year, 98 of them died of the poison. So when y o u 're in Japan 
and someone says, " L e t's have fugu dinner," make sure the 
fellow who cleans the fish knows his business.

Though unknown defects al* 
ready have sent two nuclear 
subs to the bottom, a be n evo 
lent Navy has ignored repeated 
w arnings that defective steel 
plates are going into subm arine 
construction. It largely perm*ts 
the steel m ills to te s t their 
own plates. 
Yet independent 
te sts found 20 per cent of the 
steel plates consigned to the 
E lectric Boat Comapny below 
Navy standards. 
The alliance between the big 
steel companies and the Bureau 
of Ships has always been one of 
the m ost form idable in Washing­ 
ton. Together they have lobbi­ 
ed for bigger appropriations to 
build m ore ships requiring ever 
m ore steel. At tim es, the Navy 
has seemed to put the steel 
in terests ahead of the national 
in terest. 
Not until the Scorpion dis­ 
appeared at sea w ith 99 hands 
on board last May did the Navy 
finally call together representa­ 
tives of the steel com panies and 
shipyards to answ er charges 
that they were using defective 
plates. 
The charges w ere brought by 
the Penn Galvanizing Company, 
whose ultrasonic testing meth­ 
ods had detected serio u s flaws 
in 20 per cent of the steel 
plates bound for the E lectric 
Boat 
Company's 
subm arine 
yards. 
One by one, spokesm enfor the 
other shipbuilders expressed 
satisfaction 
with 
th eir steel 
plates, The U. S. Navy Shipyard 
at Portsm outh, N. H ., had found 
no cause to re je c t a single 
plate; the U. S. Naval Ship­ 
yard at 
M are Island, Calif, 
and the Newport News (Va.) 
Shipbuilding Company had re­ 
jection rates of le ss than one 
per cent; while the Ingalls Ship­ 
building Company of Pascagou­ 
la, M iss., had found defects in 
only 11 plates out of 1,400. 
— CAUSE FOR ALARM— 
But the confidential m nutes 
of the June 25 m eeting quote 
Raymond Perelm an, president 
of Penn Galvanizing, as suggest­ 
ing "the Navy should be alarm ­ 
ed that one yard (E lectric Boat) 
has a 20 per cent rejection rate 
and all other yards one per 
ce n t."

My conscience w ill not allow 
me to ignore the fact that de­ 
fective plates can end up in our 
subm arines."

be particular­ 
ly careful not

i n j u r e , 
bruise, or cut their feet, be­ 
cause healing is so much m ore 
difficult. 
Of g reat value now is the 
b etter understanding of blood 
circulation and th e pievention 
of ulcers by a t e c h n i q u e 
know n as arteriography. By 
this m ethod it is possible to 
inject a special type of dye 
and follow it through the c ir­ 
culation of th e arteries and 
veins in the legs and in the 
feet. The speed w ith which the 
dye passes through the blood 
stream is determ ined by X- 
rays taken a t repeated in ter­ 
vals. 
A bnorm alities of blood ves­ 
sels and varicose veins deep 
w ithin the m uscles of the leg. 
can now be readily recognized 
and, in m any cases, can be re­ 
paired by som e of the new', 
successful, surgical methods. 
U lcers of th e feet need very 
special attention to keep them 
from 
becoming 
com plicated 
and difficult to cure. 
The techniques of arteriog­ 
raphy can also study all th e 
other large blood vessels in 
the body, including the brain 
and heart.

CREEPING BLACK RACISM 
A wise and touftvmindod aca­ 
dem ician who has not lo st his 
hold on reality has made some 
highly relevant observations on 
creeping Black R acism . • • 
There Is, to begin with, the 
affair at Huey Newton, the Black 
Panthci recently tried in Cali­ 
fornia for killing a policem an. 
The verdict, you w ill recall, 
w as "voluntary m anslaughter," 
a magnificent evasion in that it 
w as, really, the one thing New­ 
ton didn't do. Either he should 
have 
been 
acquitted, 
o r he 
should have been convicted as 
charged, at firs t degree mur­ 
d er. 
The 
charge 
was 
that 
he 
m urdered a policem an who at­ 
tem pted to a rre s t him for ft 
traffic violation. He wounded 
a second policem an and kidnap­ 
ped a third person in order to 
rem ove him irom the scene of 
the crim e. H ie verdict of "v o l­ 
untary m anslaughter" w as at 
b est opaque. Surely the defen­ 
dant knew that he m ight kill the 
policem an he shot at, and pre­ 
sumably intended nothing less. 
And then, m ysteriously, the 
kidnapping charge w as dropped. 
M ysteriously, because the vic­ 
tim , who had spoken freely and 
convincingly before, suddenly 
lost his memory in the w itness 
chair. 
P eculiar. Another wit* 
ness, who had also been out­ 
spoken theretofore, refused to 
testify for fear of incrim inat­ 
ing him self. This even though 
the danger oí prosecution was 
rem ote, 
not to say fanciful. 
The court responded by grant­ 
ing him Immunity from prose­ 
cution. But the w itness conkini* 
ed to stand by his resolution 
to m uteness. (He is now being 
held in contempt of court.) 
The behavior of the key wit­ 
nesses rem inds one of the be­ 
havior of w itnesses in Mafia 
cases. 
And raise s the ques­ 
tion w hether we a re going to 
tolerate a political power-seek­ 
ing M afia, even as, apparently, 
we to lerate a profit-seeking one. 
Nobody much seem s to have 
shown curiosity about these sud­ 
den lapses of m em ory; or about 
w itnesses who suddenly prefer 
jail 
in contempt of court to 
testifying under im m unity from 
prosecution. Nobody seem s to 
have 
inquired about the pos­ 
sible intim idation of w itnesses. 
Let us face it, we have here 
a prim a facie case of te rro r­ 
ism by m ilitant and crim inal 
N egroes against le ss m ilitant 
and law-abiding N egroes, if it 
isn 't nipped in the bud, it is 
likely to spread. 
T erro rism 


always does when successful. 
Negro students who refuse 
to play along with extremist fac­ 
tions are beaten up. 
College 
administrators tend 
to hush 
things up. 
They are In turn 
inti m'dated, not so much by 
militant Negro students as by 
their own fear of being labelled 
racists by resisting them Black 
violence and black racism are 
for these gentleman something 
tolerable 
in a way that white 
violence and white racism are 
not. Black demands on college 
administrations and faculties 
ranging from the silly and the 
absurd to the Insulting are in­ 
dulged (e.g. Cornell and Nortlw 
w estern) or created (e.g. Illi­ 
nois), or even financed (e.g. 
N.Y.UJ. 


Negro m ilitants have taken 
to calling whites "w h‘te y " o r 
"honkey. " But surely the lib­ 
e ra l would disapprove the white 
who called a Negro "b lac k ey ," 
o r "n ig g e r"? Policem en a re 
being called "p ig s" to their 
faces by botii whites and blacks . 
who resent them . Freedom ftf 
speech entitles them to their 
opinion and to the selection of 
their own descriptions. But it 
does not entitle them to Insult 
people to their faces. Should 
the community allow its of­ 
fic e rs to be insulted w ith im­ 
punity? Should a policem an be 
required to perm it oth ers to 


call him a pig in public? The 
intent Is certainly provocative 
and the intended purpose is to 
reduce the authority of, and 
resp ect fo r, the law. Policem en, 
unlike judges, cannot punish 
people directly. Insults to an 
officer of the law in the per­ 
form ance of his duties are, 
however, every b it as detrim en­ 
tal to public order as insults 
to a judge, and they should be 
treated as m isdem eanors and 
legally punished. M oreover, if 
the law fails to provide this 
protection, we 
are 
inviting 
policem en, who have norm al 
human feelings and failings, to 
retaliate 
by 
less 
desirable 
m eans. They are human, and 
have the same right not to be 
insulted qua policem en, as Ne­ 
groes and whites have not to 
be 
insuled qua N egroes and 
w hites.

The Family Lawyer Advises 
On M edical Care For Your Pet 


Buxines* ix booming in ihe care 
and treatment of pet?*. Already, 
about half of ihe nations veteri­ 
narians arc engaged in this field. 
How good is ihe work they do? 
What does ihe law have to say 
about the quality of veterinarian 
service? 
To begin with, all states require 
graduation 
from 
an 
accredited 
school of veterinary medicine. 
But besides that, doctors who 
treat pets must live up to a certain 
level of competence—just like doc­ 
tors who treat people. That is. they 


the doctor had administered the 
usual Pasteur shots in the usual 
way, the court said there was no 
basis for finding fault with his 
work. 
True, a veterinarian may be held 
liable for a failure if he has flatly 
guaranteed good results. But few 
veterinarians will venture to make 
such a guarantee. Mere words of 
hope, voiced to reassure a pet's 
anxious owner, can seldom be con­ 
strued as a positive and uncondi­ 
tional promise. 
What if a pet is brought in not 
must perform in accordance with for treatment but only for board- 
the average, accepted standards of ¡ng? jh e n too the veterinarian takes 
their profession. If they do not, 
they may he subjected to claims for 
malpractice. 
For example: 
A 
veterinarian, 
treating 
four 
dogs for mange, dipped them in a 
too-strong solution of lye. The dogs 
all died, and the veterinarian was 
duly held liable for damages. 
On the other hand, the mere fact 
that a treatment fails— when there 
is no evidence of negligence— is not 
enough to make the veterinarian 
responsible for the consequences. 
Thus, a veterinarian was held 
not liable for the development of 
rabies in a puppy that had been 
bitten by a rabid dog. Noting that 


on a responsibility to be reasonably 
careful. Ordinarily he would he 
liable if. as a result of his negli­ 
gence, the animal escapes and is 
lost or hurt. 
However, this responsibility does 
not arise until the pet is actually 
in the veterinarian’s possession. If 
Fido makes a getaway when his 
owner opens the car door outside 
the veterinarian’s office, the veteri­ 
narian is not to blame. At that 
point, the owner is still “on his 
own.”

A decade ago these sentiments
